Rehtaeh’s not 
alone: Group

Sex-crisis worker says 
rapes, persecution will 
continue without better 
efforts to educate

The sexual-assault centre in 
Halifax says young women are 
suffering the same victimiza¬ 
tion as Rehtaeh Parsons eveiy 
day, and there’s no end in sight. 

“Sadly, her stoiy is not 
unknown to us,” said Jackie 
Stevens, co-ordinator of com¬ 
munity and legal education for 
Avalon Sexual Assault Centre. 

Rehtaeh took her own life 
last week, two years after she 
was allegedly gang raped and 
then harassed by schoolmates. 

In 2011-12, the Avalon Sex¬ 
ual Assault nurse examiner re¬ 
sponded to 119 immediate as¬ 
saults, most involving women 
between 13 and 25 years old. 

“What we’re hearing a lot 
... is there are multiple people

involved, people who witness 
it or know that it’s happen¬ 
ing, that it’s being videoed or 
photographed,” said Stevens. 

Canadian statistics suggest 
just eight per cent of victims 
of sexual violence report their 
attack. 

Stevens said part of the 
problem can be blamed on 
mixed messages. “They’re told 
that you can’t consent to sex 
when you’re drunk or uncon¬ 
scious ... and then they’re see¬ 
ing the police or courts saying 
nothing can be done about 
these cases,” she said. 

Avalon has consistently 
called for a shift in education 
to focus on potential perpetra¬ 
tors, rather than emphasizing 
the responsibility of potential 
victims. 

“Our anti-violence and pre¬ 
vention messages are what you 
can do to keep yourself safe, 


and while those may minimize 
personal risk, they don’t stop 
the problem from happening,” 
said Stevens. 

A Department of Education 
spokesperson said via email 
the province is working to en¬ 
sure the sexual-health curricu¬ 
lum is “current and relevant.” 

Stevens said Nova Scotia 
needs a co-ordinated provincial 
response to sexual violence. 

“Many of us who do receive 
funding to do this work, we’re 
doing it with huge mandates 
and limited resources,” she 
said. 

Blogger Sarah Williams 
of hrmparentca said parents 
have a part to play in teaching 
kids about healthy relation¬ 
ships. 

“Sex ed is one thing, but I 
think it comes down to those 
basic morals of respect and 
consideration that we might be 
missing out on,” she said.

Family 
members ask for peace 
and end to violence 
against women 


As the sun set over Halifax 
on Thursday night, music 
mingled with incense drifted 
over Victoria Park as hun¬ 
dreds of people gathered to 
remember Rehtaeh Parsons. 

People of all ages came 
out to the evening vigil in 
memory of 17-year-old Par¬ 
sons, who died on Sunday 
after taking her own life. 

“A lot of people had these 
feelings that it was a very 
shocking and traumatizing 
thing, and I think it is im¬ 
portant for communities to 
come together when these 


things happen,” said El 
Jones, one of the vigil organ¬ 
izers. 

Leah Parsons, Rehtaeh’s 
mother, has said her daugh¬ 
ter had been dealing with 
bullying and depression 
since being raped by four 
boys when she was 15. 

About 300 people gath¬ 
ered in the square, holding 
photos of Rehtaeh or candles 
as a young girl wrote messa¬ 
ges in chalk on the ground. 

“Keep your head up,” read 
one. “We love you Rehtaeh,” 
said another, surrounded by 
colourful hearts. 

Muriel Provencal Ros¬ 
evear, 71, said she attended 
because Rehtaeh’s story was 
so tragic, and it’s important 
to show other young people 
coping with depression and 
bullying they are not alone. 


“There’s so much stress 
on them all the time, to try 
to fit in,” said Provencal Ros¬ 
evear. 

“They’re our future, let’s 
help them in every way we 
can.” 

A few members of Reh¬ 
taeh’s family spoke during 
the vigil, including her cous¬ 
in Angella Parsons. 

Parsons gave an emotion¬ 
al plea for stronger legisla¬ 
tion against cyberbullying 
and an end to the culture 
of victim-blaming in rape 


cases, but to remember Reh¬ 
taeh was a peaceful person. 

“She was like the little sis¬ 
ter I never had,” Parsons said 
through her tears. 

“My family asks people 
not to respond with violence 
and aggression to this ter¬ 
rible tragedy.” 

A number of Halifax 
dignitaries attended the 
vigil, including Mayor Mike 
Savage, Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter, Tory leader Jamie Baillie 
and other MLAs.

Premier Darrell Dexter has 
appointed a cabinet minis¬ 
ter to oversee the provincial 
government’s response to 
the death of Rehtaeh Parsons 
as it tries to quell a storm of 
anger over how authorities 
handled her case. 

Marilyn More, the min¬ 
ister responsible for the 
status of women, will work 
with the ministers of jus¬ 
tice, education, health and 
community services to as¬ 
sess support services for 
people who face sexual vio¬ 
lence, Dexter said. 

He told the legislature he 
wanted a timely response in 


order to satisfy the public’s 
concerns about Rehtaeh’s case. 
“I will do eveiything in my 


power to create a community 
that is better equipped to pre¬ 
vent these situations, rather

than a community that strug¬ 
gles to find a way to deal with 
them,” Dexter said. 

He also said Rehtaeh’s 
family wanted him to publicly 
denounce violence as a means 
of addressing bullying. 

The RCMP have said they 
are aware of reports that 
some are suggesting harm 
against people involved in 
the Rehtaeh Parsons inves¬ 
tigation. 

The 17-year-old girl’s 
family says she hanged 
herself last week and was 
later taken off life-support 
following months of bully¬ 
ing after she was sexually 
assaulted by four boys and 
a photo of the alleged inci¬ 


dent was distributed. 

Dexter said he hopes a 
series of measures aimed 
at improving mental-health 
services, policing and edu¬ 
cation will be rolled out as 
soon as possible. 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry said Thursday he 
has asked federal Justice 
Minister Rob Nicholson for 
a meeting next week to dis¬ 
cuss ways of improving the 
Criminal Code that would 
address bullying. 

Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex has also asked 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board to review its response 
to Rehtaeh’s case.

Hacker 
group sets 
up protest 

The hacker group Anonym¬ 
ous says it will be holding a 
peaceful demonstration this 
weekend to demand justice 
for Rehteah Parsons. 

A release says the protest 
will take place starting at 2 
p.m. this Sunday outside 1975 
Gottingen St. — home to the 
headquarters of the Halifax 
RCMP and Halifax Regional 
Police.

and even puppies,” said Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police Const. 
Pierre Bourdages. “The seller 
would ask for money to be 
transferred electronically ... 
there was never any meeting 
in person.” 

The buyer would send the 
money — but never received 
the promised product. 

Bourdages said the individ¬ 
ual cases often involved trans¬ 
actions of less than $100, and 
came in with veiy little infor¬ 
mation, so they weren’t linked 
immediately. 

He said an investigator 
started putting it all together 
after spotting some of the com¬ 
monalities, and the case snow¬ 
balled from there. 

“He reached out to other 
police agencies throughout 


the country that had veiy simi¬ 
lar files,” he said. “Once we dis¬ 
seminated that information to 
our partners, they were able to 
put these things together, and 
make one big web that is inter¬ 
connected.” 

The alleged scammers used 
Halifax Public Libraiy com¬ 
puters for Internet access, but 
spokesperson Kasia Morrison 
said no user information was 
divulged to police. 

“The police alerted us to 
their evidence and then we 
banned some patrons on the 
basis of their evidence,” she 
said. “Privacy is paramount to 
us ... so we don’t just willy-nilly 
give out information.” 

Bourdages said losses in 
the case come to more than 
$150,000.

Debert-area farms. 

One of the biggest 
strawberry producers 
in province affected 


Nova Scotia’s agriculture min¬ 
ister says a pair of viruses has 
affected the strawberiy crops 
of four Debert-area farms. 


John MacDonell says 
there is little evidence of the 
problem in other strawberry- 
growing regions, including 
the Annapolis Valley. 

Curtis Millen, a longtime 
strawberiy farmer in Great 
Village, says the viruses are 
being carried from plant to 
plant by insects. He says the 
viruses have withered an ear¬ 
ly crop of his berries and will 


affect his strawberiy crop for 
June and part of July. 

Millen’s farm employs 
more than 200 workers and is 
considered one of the biggest 
strawberiy producers in the 
province. 

MacDonell says his depart¬ 
ment believes the problem 
can be eradicated over time 
by farmers through the use of 
spray, the Canadian press

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Jolie and the G8 supporting the 'forgotten victims’ of war 

Angelina Jolie brought her celebrity wattage to London on Thursday to back an urgent cause: fighting sexual violence in military conflicts. The Holly¬ 
wood star joined British Foreign Secretary William Hague in announcing $36 million in additional funding from G 8 nations to go toward preventing 
sexual violence and ensuring justice for its survivors. For too long, Jolie said, survivors of sexual violence have been “the forgotten victims" of wars in 
the Middle East, Africa and elsewhere. “Today, I believe that their voices have been heard,” she said, alongside Hague, U.S. Secretary of State John Kerry

Baird not sorry 
for meeting on 
disputed land 


Jerusalem. Palestinian 
Liberation Organization 
fears minister has set a 
‘dangerous precedent’ 


Foreign Affairs Minister John 
Baird says he did not cross 
a line by holding a meeting 
with Israel’s justice minister 
in her East Jerusalem office. 

Baird met Tuesday with 
Tzipi Livni across the Green 
Line in disputed territory, 
which the Palestinians and 
the UN consider occupied 
land. 

Baird says where he has 
coffee with someone is “ir¬ 
relevant” to the larger dis¬ 
cussion of Middle East peace 
and does not signal a shift in 
Canadian foreign policy. 

“We’re focused on tiying 
to have an impact on the dif¬ 
ficult and serious challenges, 
that being security for Is¬ 
raelis, an end to the conflict 
and the legitimate aspira¬ 
tions for a state from those in 
the Palestinian side,” he said

Syria. Rebels say regime 
slaughtered civilians 


Syrian government forces 
launched a counteroffensive 
in the south, capturing a 
town and killing at least 45 
people, including women 
and children, opposition ac¬ 
tivists said Thursday. 

The Britain-based Syr¬ 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights activist group re¬ 
ported that they were killed 
by “shooting, shelling and 
field execution,” a reference 
to people reported to have 
been shot at close range. 

The attack on the town of 
Sanamein followed a rebel 
advance in the area in re¬ 
cent weeks. Rebels captured 
army bases and a major town 
in the strategic province of 
Daraa along the border with 


Jordan. 

“They slaughtered any 
person they found,” an ac¬ 
tivist in the nearby town of 
Busra al-Harir told The As¬ 
sociated Press via Skype. He 
would not give his name for 
fear of reprisal. 

“This is the ugliest mas¬ 
sacre since the one in Houla,” 
he added, referring to a 
region where government 
forces killed more than 100 
civilians in May. 

Rebels advancing in the 
south in recent weeks have 
been aiming to secure a cor¬ 
ridor from the Jordanian 
border to Damascus about 60 
miles away in preparation for 
an assault on the capital.

HATEBASE AIMS TO PREVENT 
GENOCIDE BY TRACKING 
HATE SPEECH

Metro in Toronto 

A Toronto-based non-govem- 
mental organization is tracking 
the use of hate speech around 
the world, hoping to help stop 
genocide before it starts. 

The Sentinel Project re¬ 
cently launched Hatebase, a 
wiki-style website that asks the 
public to contribute to a multi¬ 
lingual dictionaiy of hateful 
words and to log incidents in 
which those words are used. 

The Hatebase API allows 
users — potentially govern¬ 
ments and NGOs — to map out 
and chart localized spikes and 
trends in hate speech in real 
time. 

Spikes in hate speech, 


when combined with other 
knowledge about tensions in 
a region, can be an early warn¬ 
ing sign of violence, or of vio¬ 
lence escalating to genocide, 
said Timothy Quinn, an adviser 
with The Sentinel Project. 

“When we start layering in 
hate speech, that gives us an 
indication — when it’s spiking 
over time — that tensions are 
rising,” he said. 

For example, in Rwanda in 
the 1990s “inyenzi,” meaning 
“cockroach,” was a derogatoiy 
term for the Tutsi that escalat¬ 
ed in use before the genocide, 
with radio announcers ultim¬ 
ately calhng on people to exter¬ 
minate the cockroach. 

While the Sentinel Project 
focuses on preventing geno¬ 
cide, the upsurge in hateful

language can also indicate 
other violence that doesn’t ne¬ 
cessarily amount to genocide. 

“God knows, there’s a lot 
that can happen before then 
that certainly warrants mon¬ 
itoring and intervention,” 
Quinn said. 

Defining hate speech, how¬ 
ever, isn’t easy. 

“Hate speech is really de¬ 
fined more by the intent than 


the word itself,” Quinn said. 
“There are some words that 
might have a benign meaning 
in some contexts, but in other 
contexts have a very malignant 
intent.” 

For example, without a 
deeper knowledge of the re¬ 
gion, the use of “cockroach” 
in Rwanda in the ’90s could be 
attributed to a cockroach in¬ 
festation, instead of a brewing 
genocide. 

The Hatebase dictionaiy is 
growing as more people with 
important knowledge about 
the world are beginning to use 
it, Quinn said. 

“The spread of our users is 
global,” he said. “We’re start¬ 
ing to get a lot of veiy localized 
slurs, which we didn’t have 
before.”

Relying on user-generated con¬ 
tent isn’t without its problems, 
said Timothy Quinn, an adviser 
with the Sentinel Project. Hate¬ 
base has attracted some people 
with political agendas who have 
started arguing over words and 
definitions that likely have very 
little value for organizations 


concerned about genocide. 

“I’ve had a couple of Nazis 
that are pissed off at me. I’ve 
got a group of anti-feminists 
that are pissed off that we 
removed a word we didn’t think 
was hate speech,” Quinn said. 

For example, some recent 
additions to the Hatebase wiki, 


such as “patriarchy,” “cis male” 
and “white privilege,” are found 
in academic language com¬ 
monly used in women's studies. 
If those words were a sign of 
genocide, university campuses 
would be very scary places. 

Fortunately, Hatebase can 
distinguish what inputs are rel¬ 


evant and doesn’t bother with 
anything that doesn’t relate 
to an area of concern, Quinn 
said. “Some of it is meaningful 
and some of it is not. Funnily 
enough, the stuff of dubious 
value is the stuff people fight 
about the most,” he said.

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Invitations sent for 
Thatcher funeral 



A who’s who of 
mourners. World 
leaders, politicians, 
celebrities make the list, 
including past enemies 


Invitations to Margaret 
Thatcher’s funeral are going 
out to more than 2,000 celeb¬ 
rities, dignitaries, colleagues 
and friends of the late British 
leader — from former U.S. 
presidents to Dynasty star 
Joan Collins to composer An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber. 

Invitations were being 
printed Thursday and will be 
mailed out on Friday, the gov¬ 
ernment said. 

Thatcher, who died Mon¬ 
day at the age of 87, will be 
given a funeral with militaiy 
honours at St. Paul’s Cath¬ 
edral on Wednesday. 

Though not officially a 
state funeral, it is the grand¬ 
est such service seen in Brit¬ 
ain since the death in 2002 of 
the Queen Mother Elizabeth. 

Queen Elizabeth II will be 
among the mourners — the 
first time the monarch has 
attended a prime minister’s 
funeral since the death of 
Winston Churchill in 1965. 

The invitation list includes 
all surviving U.S. presidents, 
British politicians past and 
present, former U.S. Secre- 
taiy of State Hillaiy Clinton, 
Canadian Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper and European 
Commission President Jose 
Manuel Barroso. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s office said the 
list — drawn up by Thatch¬ 
er’s family, her Conservative 
Party and the government — 
includes representatives of 
200 states and organizations 


with whom Britain has nor¬ 
mal diplomatic relations. 

Invitees include the am¬ 
bassador of Argentina, with 
whom Britain, under Thatch¬ 
er, fought a 1982 war over the 
Falkland Islands. 

Most countries will be 
represented at the funeral 
by ambassadors or other of¬ 
ficials. Downing St. said the 
only current and former 
world leaders invited were 
those who had a “close con¬ 
nection to Baroness Thatch¬ 
er.” 

A representative of Nelson 
Mandela — whom Thatcher 
once called a terrorist — has 


also been invited. 

Some of those figures 
most closely associated with 
her 1979-1990 tenure already 
have said they will not attend. 
Nancy Reagan, widow of U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan, will 
send a representative, and 
former Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev says poor health 
prevents him from coming to 
London. 

The dress code for the 
funeral calls for day dress, 
morning dress, dark suit or 
“full day ceremonial without 
swords.” 

The scale of the funeral — 
and the multimillion-pound 


cost — has drawn criticism. 
Thatcher is dividing opinion 
in death, much as her un¬ 
compromising free-market 
economic policies did in life. 

But Cameron said “it is 
right to have a ceremonial fu¬ 
neral, with key elements of a 
state funeral, with the troops 
lining the route.” 

“I think people would 
find us a pretty extraordin- 
aiy country if we didn’t 
properly commemorate with 
dignity, with seriousness, but 
with also some fanfare ... the 
passing of this extraordinaiy 
woman,” he told Sky News.

Princess Alexandra? Baby-name betting heats up 


Queen Debbie doesn’t quite 
have the right ring to it. King 
Bob just sounds wrong. 

Naming a baby is no easy 
business, but much more is 
at stake when it comes to 
finding the right name for a 
future monarch. 

Britain’s bookmakers have 
some ideas to offer to Prince 
William and the Duchess of 
Cambridge: Alexandra is the 
clear favourite, with the odds 
slashed at 2-1 as of Thursday. 
One of the bookies, Coral, 
said that at one point betting 
on the name became so furi¬ 


ous that it had to suspend it. 

Elizabeth, Diana and Vic¬ 
toria are close behind, follow¬ 
ing widespread speculation 
that the royal couple’s first 
child will be a girl. 

All things considered, the 
bookies are likely on the 
right track. 

“Royal names tend to be 
based on previous monarchs, 
relatives and godparents to 
ensure continuity,” said his¬ 
torian Carolyn Harris, who 
lectures at the University of 
Toronto’s school of continu¬ 
ing studies. 


“(The names) are not gen¬ 
erally something out of the 
blue. It will be something 
that fits into the royal lin¬ 
eage, names used by previ¬ 
ous kings and queens,” she 
added. 

Alexandra appears to be a 
good bet — it’s the name of 
Queen Elizabeth II’s great¬ 
grandmother, a Danish prin¬ 
cess who married Edward VII. 

It’s not clear why people 
suddenly became so en¬ 
thusiastic about the name 
Alexandra over the past few 
days, though Simon Clare, 


a spokesman for the book¬ 
maker Coral, offered a clue: 
Many of the bets appeared 
to be coming in from Berk¬ 
shire, the county that’s home 
to royal residence Windsor 
Castle. 

“With these sorts of mar¬ 
kets you don’t expect a rush 
of money. Generally it comes 
once people think they know 
what’s happened,” he said. He 
added, however, that it could 
also just be that “someone at 
the local pub said Kate quite 
liked the idea of the name.”

42. The realities of

Richard: Mark, I liked this 
movie. It’s an old-fashioned 
Hollywood biopic, and I think 
as that it works well, but I 
can’t start any conversation 
about the movie without 
mentioning Harrison Ford’s 
performance. He’s the gruff 
old coot Branch Rickey and 
Harrison brings him to life 
with cigar and eyebrow act¬ 
ing, hurumphing his way 
through the role in an enter¬ 
taining, but decidedly hammy 
fashion. What did you make 
of his performance? 


Mark: Richard, there is no 
movie WITHOUT Harrison 
Ford. Everyone else is pretty 
one dimensional, good or 
evil, including Robinson 
himself. But Ford brings a lit¬ 
tle craziness to a very sober 
biopic. Rickey’s a hard guy 
to figure out, which is good. 
Is he just a savvy business¬ 
man, as he claims? A closet 
idealist? An egomaniac look¬ 
ing to claim a place in the 
history books? Ford always 
keeps us guessing, which is 
more than the rest of the 
movie does. I liked the mov¬ 
ie, but really, when the bad 
guys are redneck racists in 
the 1940s it’s like shooting 
catfish in a barrel. 

RC: I liked Ford too but you 
take those eyebrows away 


and there’s not a whole 
lot left to that character. 
42 is a melodramatic Holly¬ 
wood biopic with one big 
moment after the next 
buoyed by a swelling sound¬ 
track and loads of stock 
characters, but writer / 
director Brian Helgeland 
doesn’t shy away from the 
harder edged aspects of 
the story. He tackles the ra¬ 
cism Robinson was greeted 
with head on and it is 
often uncomfortable to 
watch. 

MB: All too true, and you 
just can’t believe that kind 
of overt racism occurred 
only 70 years ago. But, oh, 
that soundtrack! Stop telling 
me how to feel; I feel it al¬ 
ready! By the way, I thought 


Chris Meloni played an in¬ 
teresting character, a flawed 
human being with a good 
essence. I wish he had been 
in the movie more. And the 
film had a nice sense of time 
and place. But although Rob¬ 
inson himself is a hero, he’s 
forced by history to be a bit 
of a bore, which is not good 
for the movie. 

RC: I thought Chadwick Bose¬ 
man showed some of the 
tenacity, talent and strength 
of character that made Robin¬ 
son a legend. 

MB: He was excellent at 
conveying Robinson’s noble 
purpose. But you know what 
they say about the Bible: it’s 
the Devil that has the best 
part!

The Company You 
Keep. Actor talks 
Weather Underground 
and gets philosophical 
about searching for 
the truth in journalism

The Company You Keep, the 
ninth film Robert Redford has 
directed — and only the third 
he has starred in as well — 
concerns former members of 
the Weather Underground, the 
militant, and sometimes vio¬ 
lent, anti-Vietnam War organ¬ 
ization. A longtime Hollywood 
liberal, Redford has spoken of 
the film’s political nature else¬ 
where. But today he discusses 
its other aspects. 

“If you had to break it down 
in terms of which (theme) is 
more important, the one for 
my character is obvious: the 
love of his daughter,” he ex¬ 
plains. 

When the Feds start round¬ 


ing up ex-members responsible 
for a violent bank robbeiy, Red- 
ford’s character, who’s inno¬ 
cent of those charges, goes on 
the lam to clear his name. 

“What happens when you’re 
passionate and totally commit¬ 
ted to something in your youth, 
and then that evaporates? You 
grow out of that position and 
you’re still stuck because of the 
trap you created for yourself 
when you were young. What 
is the cost of that? (The film is) 
not about that event that took 
place in 1970. That’s the kick¬ 
off. It’s about their fives right 
now.” 

When journalists talk to 
Redford, inevitably All the 
President’s Men, the 1976 film 
about the revelation of Water¬ 
gate, comes up. 

“That was not about Water¬ 
gate. That was not about 
President Nixon,” he main¬ 
tains. “It was about those two 
guys and the work that they 
did. I wanted to put a light on 
something I didn’t think many 
people knew about, which is: 
how do journalists work? How 
do they get a stoiy?” 

The film’s portrait of jour¬ 
nalism doesn’t quite mesh 


with today. “(Journalism has) 
changed so drastically, because 
of the democratization of infor¬ 
mation. Anyone can put some¬ 
thing up. So now it’s harder 
and harder to find what the 
truth is,” he says, pointing out 
that there’s less regulation of 
the press now. “The rules that 
governed journalism when I 
was younger said you had to get 


two people to go on record be¬ 
fore you could quote a source. 
That’s gone. What took it away 
was the need to compete. You 
had to scoop. Sometimes you 
couldn’t wait around to do the 
ethical thing. You had to jump 
to get ahead of the next guy. 
It makes Watergate look like a 
piece of histoiy. It can’t come 
back.”

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Will Cruise’s star fade into Oblivion?

A year ago, Tom Cruise was rid¬ 
ing a wave of good press with 
a comeback narrative in full 
swing. His franchise return Mis¬ 
sion: Impossible Ghost Protocol 
had reassured Hollywood that 
audiences still had an appetite 
for the star after something of 
a diy patch, eventually bring¬ 
ing in nearly $700 million 
worldwide at the box office. 
And on top of that, he had two 
high-profile and buzzed-about 
roles ahead for 2012 — the hair 
metal musical Rock of Ages and 
the tough-guy crime thriller 
Jack Reacher. 

But then Rock of Ages was 
met with withering reviews 


and disappointing box office 
numbers, and Jack Reacher 
underperformed, with neither 
film opening at No. 1 at the 
box office. Now, with Cruise’s 
Oblivion set to launch — fol¬ 
lowing an ad campaign relying 
heavily on the star’s bankability 


— Hollywood finds itself asking 
the same questions it did before 
the release of Ghost Protocol: 
Can Tom Cruise open a movie? 

The last few years have 
suggested that the age of 
the movie star may be over, 
that audiences are no longer 


swayed merely by the presence 
of a big name on the poster. In 
fact, until recently it seemed 
the only two stars left who 
could be counted on to open a 
movie — regardless of its con¬ 
tent — were Will Smith and 
Adam Sandler. Smith’s Men 


in Black 3 was indeed a block¬ 
buster last year, but it was his 
first starring role in four years. 
And the generally review-proof 
Sandler’s last two five-action 
outings, Jack and Jill and That’s 
My Boy, were complete bombs. 
(It should be noted that Hotel 


Transylvania, which featured 
Sandler’s voice, was a hit.) 

And so far, 2013 hasn’t 
been veiy good to traditional 
movie stars, with major box 
office flops for Expendables 
stars Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger, Sylvester Stallone and 
Jason Statham. Bruce Willis’ 
A Good Day to Die Hard fared 
a bit better, at least opening 
at No. 1, but in eight weeks of 
release it’s still a long ways off 
from recouping its $92 mil¬ 
lion budget. Even Brad Pitt, 
who is hoping June’s World 
War Z will do well enough 
to launch a franchise, took a 
bath on last November’s Kill¬ 
ing Them Softly, which he 
both starred in and produced. 

So if Oblivion doesn’t do 
well, does that mean the Tom 
Cruise brand is officially in 
trouble? Not likely. As Ghost 
Protocol proved, the star has 
an uncanny ability to bounce 
back from both critical fail¬ 
ures and tabloid talk. And 
with the more recent Obliv¬ 
ion trailers making the film 
look more interesting and en¬ 
ticing, maybe Cruise’s latest 
go at saving the world will 
also save his career. Again.

“Countiy and western music,” 
says Chris O’Dowd, “is a very 
easy thing to deride.” 

In The Sapphires O’Dowd 
plays an Irish musician play¬ 
ing piano in Australia’s out¬ 
back bars in exchange for 
beer money. His life is spiral¬ 
ling downward until he dis¬ 
covers a group made up of 
four of talented Indigenous 
Australian sisters. Trouble is, 
he doesn’t like the music they 
sing. 

“When I met you,” he says 
in the film, “you were do¬ 
ing all countiy and western 
things and that’s fine, we all 
make mistakes.” 

For O’Dowd that speech 
was art imitating life. “My 
dad played guitar in pubs 
playing countiy and western 
music,” he says. “So I feel like 
the whole speech I do about 
countiy and western music is 
something that has been pent 
up in me since I was 14. Carry- 
ing his guitar case to listen to 
bad Merle Haggard tracks.” 

“Countiy and western 
music is huge in Ireland. 
I don’t know why. It’s all 
Kris Kristofferson and a bit 
of Willie Nelson and Clint 


Black. Dad was really into it. 
Maybe it’s that countiy and 
western has some origins in 
bluegrass and bluegrass has 
origins in Irish music. There’s 
something going on there. 
And Irish people love a good 
whine. We’re great at it.” 

In the film he convinces 
the girls to trade countiy for 
soul music and shapes them 
into a version of The Su- 
premes. 

“I wrote this speech about 
how countiy music is about 
loss, but soul music is also 
about loss — you’ve lost but 
you haven’t given up — and 
that has a nice payoff in the 
film. 

“Countiy music is kind of 
whiny,” he says. “He left me, 
now what am I going to do 
with my life? Whereas soul 
music is like, ‘I’m going to get 
that bugger back.’ It’s nice. 
It’s a nice turning point in the 
film where we’re not going to 
feel soriy for ourselves. That’s 
an important element for the 
entire stoiy. About moving 
on.” 

Thinking back on his 
teenage years, he speculates 
if his attitude might have 
been different if dear old dad 
had sung a different kind of 
music. 

“I wonder if he had been 
an amazing A1 Green-esque 
songster if I would have still 
said, ‘This is so lame.’ I won¬ 
der sometimes with people 
whose parents are cool. I’ve 
been working with Rashida 
Jones recently and I’m like, 
‘How can you not think your 
dad is cool?”’

A decade ago, Death Cab 
for Cutie’s Ben Gibbard and 
electronic producer Jimmy 
Tamborello teamed as the 
Postal Service and ascended 
to unlikely heights with 
their lone album Give Up.

Much like a human union, 
when it comes to food and 
wine, the bride often comes 
with an entourage that 
can’t be ignored.
